Snipped Paper Work 


By Kenneth Murray 


Y CUTTING a narrow section from 
the end of a packet of crepe 
paper and closely snipping one edge 
with scissors, you will have a length 
of fringe-like decorative material 
which can be glued in overlapping 
layers over a cardboard or paper 
form of your own choosing. Those 
illustrated are merely indicative of 
the possibilities and represent a 
Christmas tree, dog and a small 
contaigar.

Fig. 2 shows the method of wind- 
ing the snipped paper strip around 
a form.

NE OF THE singular features of 

CASCOREZ is that it will trans- 
form ordinary tissue paper so that 
it has the appearance, feel and 
toughness of parchment.

This point of view could, however, be easily altered by editing. 
You may want one of your own teachers to go over this, as I think it will 
need a little simplifying here and there where Mr. Woodley's knowledge of 
history may take for granted knowledge that the youngster of this grade 
level does not have. 


I hope you will try to visualize the book with illustrations and 
diagrams. I am sure that it can be made into a useful supplementary book.

The teacher, by using the Teachers Manual, 
the workbooks provided and the readers can make a success 
of her reading program.

I feel that the 
Secseeepeense Course would prove helpful too, however, not 
essential. 


The Arithmetic as handled in the course is 
quite good, However, the use of Jolly Numbers, the Jolly 
Numbers Manual, the Provincial Course of Study and 100 Types 
of Primary Seatwork should accomplish equal results.

Notes 

During the past two years this Branch of the Dept. 
was in a state of confusion from March to the middle of 
October with the appointment of teachers for Indian day 
schools, and due to the fact that more and more teachers 
were applying for Indian schools, freat care had to be 
exercised to pick out the most suitable candidates from a 
large number of applicants. It was decided that a system 
would have to be devised to cope with the work. A system 
that would be easy to handle yet efficient was required. 


The Department requested the Civil ‘ervice Commission 
to send in an efficiency expert to study the problem and 
instal a suitable set-up. Mr. T.J. Brook and Mr. V.d. Layton, 
Organization and Methods Devision of the Civil Service Commission 
spent considerable time during April and May surveying the 
Division paying particular attention to the appointing of 
Indian day sehool teachers. After the survey was completed 
these experts decided on a system that would seve our purpose. 


To put the new system into operation as effectively 
as possible it was necessary to have the exact type of 
material and additional staff, as it was essential to make 
the change over at once in order to have it completed before 
the peak load in June, July and August. 


Mr. Brook had had dealings with John C, Preston 
previously and purchased the required materials from this 
firm. The Civil Service Commission appointed two additional 
clerks for a period of two months to carry out the change over. 
As the change over continued under Mr. Brook's and Mr. Layton's 
superv' sion it was found that additional materials were required 
which they purchased as they went along. 


In view of the above, it would be appreciated if these 
two accounts (one for $176.01 and the other for $154.21) 
were put through for payment. The goods as received were to the 
satisfaction of the Civil Service Commission Officials. The prices 
are fair and just and payment of these accounts is recommended,

However, as you 
were out of town at the time, saw him and he mentioned 
to me about the manuscript on "The Indians of Canada", 
He stated that he had spoken to you two years ago and 
that you would review it for him, 


I have read the manuscript from 

cover to cover and find it quite interesting. I 

rticularly liked the last section dealing with the 
roquois. For some reason or another the first two 
sections most uninteresting to the reader but the 
third and st section is very well done. It is not the 
information that makes the reading dull, it is the style. 
There app s to be considerable difference in the style 
between the first two sections and the third. 


I think the manuscript requires more 
folk stories, yarns or anything to give spice to the thing. 


The writer unfortunately follows the 
attern of writing a history book. He starts from 
ong time ago and comes in to Canadian History and 

stops there, 
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I would think he should commence his 
book with Indians of today and work on arousi the 
reader's interest in Indians, their habits, re igion, 
livelihood , what the Indian has contributed to the 
White man, what the White man has contributed to the 
Indian, where Indians live today, what they are doing, 
how the Indians have changed from the Indians of the 
past, where is the athletic and muscular Indian of the 
past, etc., anything to arouse interest. 


The writer of the book is determined to 
write a history book and he proceeds to do just that, 
by means of simple assertive sentences, This does not 
provide the necessary interest to the readers 


I think the book is quite well done and 
it appears to have covered considerable subject matter. 
However, more would be required. The style needs 
improvement, The Indians of today should be brought 
into the picture and their contributions should be 
appreciated.

During the past two years this Branch of the Dept. 
was in a state of confusion from March to the middle o} 
October with the appointment of teachers for Indian da 
schools, and cue to the fact that more and more teache 
were applying for Indian schools, great care had to be 
exercised to pick out the most suitable candidates 
from a large number of applicants. It was decided 
that a system would have to be devised to cope with th 
work. A system that would be easy to handle yet 
efficient was req ired. 
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The Department requested the Civil Service 
Commission to send in an efficiency expert to study 
the problem and instal a suitable set-up. Mr. T.J. 
Brook and Mr. V.J. Layton, Organization and Methods 
Division of the Civil Service Commission spent 
considerable time during April and May surveying the 
Division paying particular attention to the apnointing 
of Indian day school teachers. After the survey was 
completed these experts decided on a system that would 
serve our purpose. 


To put the new system into operation as 
effectively as possible it was necessary to have the 
exact type of material and additional staff, as it was 
essential to make the change over at once in order to 
have it completed before the peak load in June, July 
and August.

I have read this manuscript with great interest. 
It would appear to me that the writer has done considerable 
research but has attempted the impossible, i.e. to cover the 
entire history of a race, including the biography of a group 
of outstanding men and women, in less than 35,000 words. 


In order to do this he has obviously condensed 
his material and denuded it of the colour and fire necessary 
in a "juvenile". 


Just how much this is responsible for the style, 
i.e. long, confusing sentences, I would hesitate to say. In 
any event the result is deadly. 


Should the author attempt to rewrite, with a 
view to meeting requirements of the age group it is designed 
for, here are a few minor observations. 


The use of the word "ward" is noted. Legally 
the Indian is not a ward of the Crown. Similarly we do not 
use "reservation" but, in Canada, it is "reserve". 


"General Baden-Powell" should be "Lord Baden-Powell". 
Also the Boy Scout material is not accurate. 


Page 19. The section on hunting and fishing is a good spot 
to work in something on conservation. 


Page 54. The chapter on Paul Kane adds little to the book.

December 19th. 1950 + Schools close for Christmas 
Vacation. 


January 3rd. 1951 = Schools re-opene 


Recent visits of inspection have indicated that 
The Pupils’ Owm Vocabulary Spellers aro not being used in accordance 
with the instructions which are to be found at the beginning of each 
of the three books and headed "How to Use Your Book". Teachers should 
follow these directions. The pupils should use a separate exercise 
book for this subject. 


Some of our Catholic Schools are using the Faith 
and Freedom series as the basic readers for Grades 1 and 2.

- A number of inquiries have been received in this 
office as to what period should be observed for Christmas holidays 
by our Indian Day Schools, To avoid confusion and to secure uniforme 
ity, Indian Day Schools ‘in British Columbia will conform with the 
dates set by the Provincial Department of Education, which are as 
follows: 


December 19th. 1950 = Schools close for Christmas 
Vacation. 


January 3rd. 1951 - Schools re-opene 


Recent visits of inspection have indicated that 
The Pupils’ Own Vocabulary Spellers are not being used in accordance 
with the instructions which are to be found at the beginning of each 
of the three books and headed "How to Use Your Book". Teachers should 
follow these directions. The pupils should use a separate exercise 
book for this subject. 


Some of our Catholic Schools are using the Faith 
and Freedom series as the basic readers for Grades 1 and 2. In future 
all schools, Catholic and Protestant, will use The Curriculum Foundation 
Series in Grades 1 to 3 and the Canadian Parade Readers in Grades 4 to 
6, inclusive. Any Catholic school not using this Series should requis- 
ition for them now and place the word "Urgent" at the head of the 
requisition. The Faith and Freedom Series will be used as supplementary 
readers when the new series is received. 


Teachers should keep on file in the school copies 
of requisitions which they forward to the Department. 


Guide Books for the use of the teacher accompany 
both the Curriculum Foundation and Canadian Parade Readers series and 
teachers are required to use them in preparing their lessonse 


‘ I have been pleased to note that almost all teachers 
are now using Plan Books. Unfortunately, some teachers have been record- 
ing in these books the days work after it has been completed. It is ex= 
pected that teachers will show in these books their plans for the succeed- 
ing day instead of using them as a record of work accomplished. 


The Department has decided that in schools where 
religious instruction is given, the school day will be lengthened by 
the amount of time devoted to religious instruction, unless local 
conditions prevent this.

MEMORANDUM - Mr. W. S. Arneils 


I refer to Mr. Phelan's letter of December 13, 
concerning my circular le r to teachers dated November 30, 1950, 
in which instructions were given concerning the use of certain Readers 
in the Catholic Indian Schools of this province. 


At the time of the issuance of this circular I 
was aware of the instructions that had been given teachers in the 
Indian School Bulletins of November, 1950 and November, 1949. My in- 
terpretation of these instructions is that I am empowered to authorize 
the use of both of these Readers, although the wording in the Bulletin 
refers to Provincial School Inspectors, Naturally, I assumed that the 
Department confers upon me the same authority that it delegates to 
School Inspectors not directly under the control of the Department. 


CANADA 
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The only material difference between the ine 
structions included in the Bulletin and the action taken by myself is 
in indicating how these two sets will be used. It is my considered 
opinion that the Curriculum Foundation Series and the Canadian Parade 
Readers are superior to the Faith and Freedom and Corona Readerse Con- 
sequently, indicated that the first two named sets should be used 
as the basic Readers. 


I did not consider that I had gone beyond the 
bounds of authority which should be assumed by an Inspector of Schools 
or the authority as suggested in the Indian School Bulletins of November 
1949 and 1950. Since the Department is prepared to supply the two series 
when requested by the Inspector, surely he is entitled to indicate how 


these should be used.

‘Nth reference to the Circular Letter of February 7, 1949, 
concerning Civil Service Regulation 85A, dealing with compensa- 
tion for overtime for employees of the Civil Service, please 
note the following amended Regulations:- 


""mployees to whom this regulation applies shall be 
compensated by additional leave for overtime worked in 
accordance with the following conditions: 


(a) that the overtime work was performed on the written 
instructions of an official authorized to give such 
instructions by the deputy head, with the concurrence 
of the Commission; 


that in the case of an employee required to register 
daily the time of his arrival snd departure and in 
receipt of a salary not exceeding 33180. per annum, 
the period of overtime work is not less than one hour 
and was worked either on a statutory holiday (or other 
day declared a holiday by competent authority) or on 


a normal working day. 


that in the case of an employee earning over $3180, or 
who is not required to register daily the time of his 
arrival and departure, the period of overtime work was 
not less than three hours and was performed on a 
statutory holiday (or other day declared a holiday by 
competent authority); 


(d) that the time of arrival and departure for such over- 
time work is properly recorded. 


Leave may be granted to empjoyees in compensation for 
overtime worked at the rate of one-half day's leave for each 
three hours' overtime, and this leave may be used for the same 
purpose and subject to the same conditions, including provision 
for carry-over between Departments as vacation leave, sick leave 
or special leave, This additional leave in compensation for 
overtime work may be used for vacation leave during the fiscal 
year in which the overtime is worked and the following fiscal 
year, and may be used for sick leave or special leave at any 
time up to the date of separation from the Service, 


At the time an employee separates from the Service by 
resignation, retirement or for any reason other than misconduct, 
overtime leave available for use as vacation leave, may be 
treated as outstanding vacation leave, and overtime leave 
available for sick or special leave, may be used for the 
purpose of qualifying for retiring leave under Section 73 of 


these regulations.” 


Leave covered by overtime must be requested on the usual 
leave application form now in use, (Form No, 263). 
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Consideration has been given to the procedure for 
recording overtime under this regulation, and it has been 
decided that periods of overtime worked will be computed 
to the nearest completed half hour, That is to say, odd 
minutes in excess of the last completed half hour will not 
be recorded. For example: if an employee works overtime 
for a period of one hour and fifty minutes, he will be 
credited with one and a half hours; if he works two hours 
and five minutes, he will be credited with two hours. 


All authorizations, (Form C.P. 400) for overtime work 
of the Indian Affairs field staff as set forth in the regula- 
tions, will be signed by the Superintendents, Tho forms will 
then be forwarded to the Regional Supervisors for their 
recommendation and submission to Head Office.

This refers to your letter of March 
30th in connection with the local purchase of 
Permanent Record Cards and other supplies for the 
Indian schools in British Columbia. 


The Department fully realizes the 
difficulties encountered in ordering supplies and 
books through Ottawa and the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationery, as there is still a 
considerable delay from the time the order is 1¥ 
placed and goods are delivered. However, the 
Stationery Act is a law passed by Parliament and 
designates that all purchases of books and stationery 
must be handled through the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationery. This Department is very fussy 
to see that this law is complied with. 


We have occasions in this office when 
it would be in the Public interest to authorize local 
purchase of books and supplies but we are reluctant to 
do so for this very reason. 


The fact that Mr. Davey requires Programmes 
of Studies; Standardized Tests etc., from time to time 
is appreciated. However, it is teit that a reasonable 
estimate of future requirements can be made and when 
ordered through the usual channels delivery can be 
assured within a reasonable time.

With reference to the Department's request for comments on the revision 
of the requisition forms to be used in ordering school supplies, I would like 
to offer the following suggestions: 


CANADA 


As far as possible, simplification should be made by reducing the number 
of forms used and the number of items which appear on the requisition forms. 
At the present time there are apparently five forms in all, consisting of four 
mimeographed sheets - Stationery, Standard Text Books, Books to be secured from 
the Departments of Education, and a supplementary form to Standard School 
Supplies - Stetionery, also printed Form I.A.413. I believe this number could 
be reduced by omitting the supplementery form for Standard School Supplies and 
by the placing of certain items from this form on the regular sheet headed 
"Standard School Supplies - Stationery". The complexity of the lest named 
form could be reduced by deleting certain items from this sheet. The dele- 
tions that I would suggest are as follows;

If the numbers which precede the items listed on th requisition 
forms are not essent: i would suggest that they be deleted, since they have 
no meaning to the teachers. 
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May I also suggest that on one of the forms items be included for 
school requisitions, monthly report forms and pupils report forms. I have 
noted that teachers have in many cases omitted to requisition for these items. 
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I would suggest that more copies be supplied to Superintendents and 
to teachers than those normally attached to the bulletin. Frequently, after 
@ change of teachers, it is found that supplementary requisitions are required 
and the forms attached to the bulletin have usually been used by the preceding 
teacher. 


This office greatly appre s the very considerable improvement that 
there has been in the last three years in the delivery of texts and supplies. 
I also appreciate the very fine selection of library books now being offered 
by the Department to our schools. This is particularly true concerning the 
primary grades and I would suggest that special attention now be given to the 
Intermediate and Junion High School levels.

Re: Faith and Freedom Basic Readers 


A resolution was passed at our Teachers! 
Convention last November recommending the vse of the Feith 
and Freedom Readers up to Grade VITI. Since I have not 
examined these readers I have no comment to make on the 
advisability of such a change. 


Would you please ask the publishers to send 
me for examination purposes a set of the Faith and Freedom 
Readers and a set of the Corona Readers so that I can sive 
you an opinion? 


Inasmuch as religion comes first, last and 
always in the schools operated by religious orders it is 
impossible to discuss the question of education objectively. 
Occasionally the sisters talk to me individually as teachers 
and express a preference for the Basic Curriculum Readers. 

I have noticed that in schools in the more remote areas the 
children often read the stories in the Corona Reader with 
little, if any, comprehension, because the material is 
beyond their grasp and too remote from their everyday life. 


For a school such as the Blood R.C. school 
where there is a good staff of teachers end the childrer are 
in constant touch with white people the use of the Faith 
and Freedom Keaders could be recommended. Whether they are 
supplied for the coming year will depend entirely upon your 


cont'd 
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stock of Corone Readers. TI have had considerable experience 
with book supplies in my contacts with the School*Book Branch 
of the Department of Education. It is the practice in Alberta 
to use up all stock in hand before a new book is authorized. 
Sometimes the publisher will take stock off your hands if there 
is a demand for it elsewhere. 


May I reserve my judgment on the quality of the 
Faith and Freedom Readers until I have examined them? 


In the meantime I would suggest that Father 
Lafrance be informed that the Corona Readers will be used until 
the present stock 1s exhausted. I am not in favor of author- 
ization of new texts by a show of hands from teachers who have 
not seen the books they are passing judgment on. ‘There are 
scientific methods of choosing texts which cannot be ignored if 
we are to raise the standard of education in Indian schools 
and provide the kind of instruction that Indian children need.

This will refer to your Minister's 
recommendation of March 24, 1952, for authority to purchase 
an additional Kemington Rand Syncromatic Unit and Key-punch, 
at a cost of $8,690, for use in your Mechanical Accounting 
Section. 


In considering this proposal, the Board 
understood that the additional unit was intended to centralize 
the accounting for your several paper and printing stores, as 
well as to introduce mechanical accounting for the Department's 
book stores, With respect to the book store unit, they under- 
stand that about 90% of its transactions concern the purchase, 
stocking, and supply of educational text books for the Depart- 
ment of Citizenship and Immigration. The Department of 
Resources and Development have also had some requirements 
in connection with their responsibility for the education 
of Eskimos, half-breeds and indigent persons in the North- 
west Territories, but these requirements will be reduced with 
the formation of the Territorial Government for the Northwest 
Territories. The Board wondered if there were any real ad- 
vantage in having your Department act as purchasing and stocking 
agent for these kind of supplies which, for the most part, 
are required to meet tiie needs of the Department of Citizen- 
ship and Immigration. On the surface it seemed to the Board 
that that Department should be able to purchase these text 
books for the same price as your Department and that a great 
deal of accounting and paper work would be eliminated if 
this were done. 
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With respect to centralization of account- 
ing for the other stores mentioned in your report, the Board 
noted the savings which were envisaged from this change in 
procedure, They understood, however, that there was still 
some unused capacity in the present equipment which mircht be 
sufficient to take care of the additional load which would 
be imposed on the Mechanical Accounting Section through this 
centralization, if the large number of items concerning book 
stores were eliminated, 


Accordingly, the Board have asked if you 
would be good enough to review your book store unit in 
conjunction with the Department of Citizenship and Immigration 
to determine whether there is any advantage, economic or 
otherwise, in iavine your Department continue to act as agent 
for that Department's text book requirements. If it is 
concluded that it would be feasible for your Department to 
withdraw from this field, then the Board would appreciate it 
if the other applications, for which the additional equipment 
was requested, were reviewed in the light of the available 
capacity on the present equipment.

Geppert Map J5rp North America Physical-Political. The new map, however, will include the approximate 
area shown here except for an explanatory legend located in the upper Greenland area, and the coloring 
and general appearance will be quite similar. 





MAP Slirp CANADA Physical-Political 


The new school map of Canada, printed in eight 
colors, is designed to show land elevations accord- 
ing to the internationally accepted color scheme. 
Shades of green indicate the lowlands, ivory the 
intermediate areas, and shades of brown the higher 
levels. The contours used are 500, 1000, 2000, 
5000 and 10,000 feet. Drainage and coastlines are 
emphasized for greater legibility. Thereby, both 
the topography and the drainage pattern are 
brought out most effectively. The oceans are shown 
in three shades of blue, depths up to 600 feet, from 
600 to 6000 feet, and those more than 6000 feet 
being differentiated. Inland waters are in light 
blue. Contour intervals and colors are consistent 
with other Denoyer-Geppert Physical-Political maps 
and globes. 


In addition to the accurate portrayal of the phyti- 


cal make-up of Canada, this map includes all poli- 
tical data essential for classroom use. It is up to 


date in every respect. Cities are located by symbols 
and names graded according to size or popula- 
tion. The names of the provinces are in large, leg- 
ible type, the boundaries in bold red lines. Rail- 
roads are shown by fine red lines. Also shown is 
the Alcan Highway. 


The layout or arrangement of names on the new 
map will be quite different from the one illustrated.
